Citizens Advice 
offer help on 
combatting 
fraudsters

THE Citizens Advice Bureau and 
Action Fraud are handing out advice 
on how to avoid being a victim during 
Scams Awareness Month. 

The campaign, called Spot Scams, Stop 
Scams, is offering advice on what to look 
out for to avoid becoming a victim of a 
scam, online, over the phone or through 
the letterbox. 

According to the Office of Fair Trading, 
almost half of the population are targeted 
by scams, costing individuals a total of 
£3.5 billion a year. 

There is a scam for just about any 
situation, and they come in all shapes and 
sizes including adverts, people knocking 
on your door, emails, letters, phone calls, 
texts and over the internet. 

Fraudsters are also targeting people 
who have fallen on hard times during the 
recent recession, with offers of phoney 
jobs, training and debt scams. 

However, there is plenty of advice 
available for residents, from spotting 
scams to protecting themselves. 

Citizens Advice chief executive, Gillian 
Guy, said: “Scammers are picking the

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Sweet sound of a century

NORMANS music shop in Well Hall 
Road, Eltham, is hitting the high 
notes this year with a series of 
events to celebrate its centenary of 
trading in the town. 

There will be free entertainment just 
outside the shop every Saturday in June 
from 2-3pm. 

On June 7 Peter Rowe and John Higgs will 
perform their tribute to The Shadows. 

A week later, the opera duo Imagine Jack 
will perform. Steve Mack and his guitar 
pupils will play on Saturday, June 21. 
And on Saturday, June 28, there will be 
an appearance by Folkmob, from the folk 
music club that meets every Wednesday 
at Well Hall, on Kidbrooke Lane. 

The music shop spent its early years 
at another High Street site, but moved 
to Well Hall Road 80 years ago.

customers go back generations,” said 
Francis. “People come into the shop 
today who came in when they were 
seven and eight years old, so 
there is a lot of customer loyalty. { \ 

“It has had to change and 
evolve over the years, of l^| 
course. First, we 
sold sheet music, 
gramophones, 
vinyl records 
and instruments. 

Since the death 
of vinyl it’s 
been more about 
instruments and sheet 
music. But there is talk of vinyl records 
making a comeback - and that might be 
our next step forward. I’ll have to think 
about it.” 

The shop stocks a wide range of 
instruments, including brass, guitars, 
keyboards, woodwind, violins and 
percussion. 

Francis said: “We are continually 
surprised by requests from customers 
for unusual instruments, and more so 
by the fact that we often have them in 
stock!”

Piling up a fire trap 

Fire brigade chief warns of dangers of hoarding

MORE people are being hurt in fires 
as a result of hoarding and cluttering 
their homes. 

While the number of domestic fires in 
the borough overall is falling, the number 
of fires where hoarded possessions plays 
a key factor is on the increase warns the 
borough’s fire chief. 

There were just two in 2011 and five 
last year. But with 2014 less than halfway 
through, there have already been four 
rubbish-related fires. Between them, the 
fires have left 
one person dead, 
and another five 
injured. 

Recent 
television 
programmes 
featuring 
hoarders who 
stockpile huge 
amounts of junk 
in their homes 
have shocked 
viewers around 
the country. But STARK WARNING: fire brigade bor- 
the fact they are ough comma nder Bob Selby- 
creatmg what

fire traps rarely gets a mention. 

The fire brigade’s borough commander for 
Greenwich Bob Selby said: “Fires involving 
hoarding are becoming more frequent and 
because of their nature the outcome is often 
worse for the occupant and the building. 

“Firstly, there is an increased risk of a fire 
starting as combustible materials are 

“Firstly, there is an increased risk of a fire 
starting as combustible materials are more 
likely to be stored close to heat sources such 
as cookers and heaters. 

“This risk is increased further when 
utilities to the home are disconnected, 
leading to unsafe practices such as camping 
stoves for cooking and candles for lighting; 
Secondly, access is often restricted which 
inhibits or prevents escape.” 

Nationally, fire fighters are able to contain 


nine out of 10 domestic fires to the room 
where they start. But in homes where stuff 
is being hoarded, this figure plummets to 
just four in 10. 

“These figures indicate that hoarded 
materials promote the spread of fire 
through a dwelling,” said Commander Selby, 
who has issued some simple actions that can 
be taken to reduce the risks. 


He said: “I’m hoping that after reading this 
article friends, family, carers or hoarders 
themselves will contact us so we can help 
improve their safety. We can provide free 
support, advice and home fire safety visits 
to all borough residents.”

Make room for brigade safety tips 


• Whether you use a 
traditional oven or a portable 
stove, keep the cooking area 
clear 

• Do not place items on or 
close to heaters, lamps or 
other electrical equipment 

• Do not store cylinders 
in your home as they are a 
serious hazard during a fire. 

If you have a medical need 
for cylinders they should be 
kept upright and outdoors 

• If you smoke, use a proper 
ashtray and put it on a flat, 
stable surface. Don't leave lit 
cigarettes unattended 


• Put candles and tea lights 
in heat resistant holders that 
hold them firmly. Place on 

a flat, stable, heat-resistant 
surface. Keep them away 
from anything that can catch 
fire, and never leave them 
unattended. 

• Make sure you have a 
working smoke alarm, and 
test it regularly 

• Plan and practise how to 
escape from your home in a 
fire. Choose an escape route 
and keep it clear 

• Do not stack items to a 
height that they become 


unstable - they could fall 
over blocking your escape. 

• Newspapers and mail 
stored in bulk are highly 
combustible and will cause 
a fire to spread rapidly. Sort 
mail and newspapers on the 
day you receive them and 
recycle them regularly. 

• In the event of a fire, do 
not attempt to put it out 
yourself - leave your home 
and call the fire brigade. 

Do not stop to collect 
possessions and do not go 
back inside once you have 
escaped.

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ADVENTURER: Joff 
Summerfield and 
his unusual choice 
of transport for his 
round-the-world

INTREPID Greenwich adventurer 
Joff Summerfield is setting off later 
this month on his second round-the- 
world tour - riding a homemade Penny 
Farthing. 

At weekends he runs a stall in 
Greenwich Market called Pot Notch, 
selling brackets for hanging baskets. 

But the rest of his time is spent 
manufacturing replicas of the famous 
Victorian cycle, called the Penny 
Farthing because its wheels resemble 
a huge penny at the front and a tiny 
farthing at the back. 

Joff, 46, makes and sells them to order 
for £1,500. Last year he made 50, with 
three going to the United States, several 
to Europe, but most to enthusiasts in the 
UK. 

He told GT: “My customers are people 
who love cycling and bikes generally, 
but who didn’t realise you can buy a 
newly-built, reliable and proper Penny 
Farthing.” 

He took one of his machines on a global 
tour in 2005, visiting 23 countries in four 
continents after setting off from the 
Greenwich Observatory. 

He pedalled 40 miles a day, averaging 
llmph. And he is setting off again at the 
end of May, this time going the western 
route. He is due to start in Canada, then 
cycle down through the USA and on into 


South America, living on just £5 a day. 

“It will take two to three years,” he said. 
“I’m funding the trip myself, without 
sponsorship, by working hard and saving 
up - and just knuckling down to raise the 
money. 

“I do it just for adventure, and to see 
the world and the things you read about 
in the newspapers, but not going to war 
zones, of course. Ninety-nine per cent of 
the people you meet in any country will 
bend over backwards to help you.” 


He took his Penny Farthing on the 
recent Spring Classic warm-ups to 
celebrate this year’s Tour de France race 
coming to London on July 7. 

Each Classics race is a challenge for 
professional riders using high tech 
mountain bikes for the tough terrain, 
with uneven cobbles, steep ascents and 
hills. Joff tackled them all on his Penny 
Farthing - which has just one gear.

PEAS, parsnips and a 
plum tree have made their 
way into the communal 
garden at a sheltered living 
accommodation in Woolwich, 
thanks to green-fingered 
enthusiasts. 

They are led by Bill Ward, 
one of the youngest residents 
at Len Clifton House. 

The 61-year-old has the 
permission of management to 
plant what he likes but with 
the produce available to all - 
whether it be in raw form or 
when turned into homemade 
chutney s and jams. 

Bill, who works in Tesco’s, 
happily shares the results of 
his labours with the other 44 
residents as much as he can. 

He said: “I started off with 
tomatoes and I did chutneys 
with them. I normally do 
pickles at Christmas. 

‘We’re doing parsnips this 
year in a tub.

“My dad was a very good 
gardener but when I became a 
teenager I found other things 
to do. 


“Now I wish I’d listened to 
him a bit more!” 

Much of what Bill tends can 
be done in window boxes, such 
as chillies and cucumbers. 

His garden helpers include 
Elsie Frost, Shirley Covington 


and Margaret Ward (no 
relation of Bill). There are also 
plenty of flowers to attract 
bees and butterflies, while Ron 
Branning feeds the birds. 

And it is Elsie’s cook book 
from which Bill learnt to 


make chutneys and even 
marmalade, work which takes 
up much of his living area. 

Bill also often explores 
Winn’s Common and land 
around Shooters Hill in search 
of blackberries and plums.

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G REENWICH and Bexley Community 
Hospice is throwing open its doors to 
visitors tomorrow evening (Wednesday, 
May 14) 

The public is invited into the hospice on Bostall Hill, 
Abbey Wood, between 5.30pm and 7.30pm to have a 
tour, meet staff and volunteers and learn more about 
the range of services it offers the community. 

Visitors will also be able to see the facilities, and 
also learn more about volunteer and recruitment 
opportunities. 

The event takes place during Dying Matters 
Awareness Week and comes as the hospice celebrates 
its 20th anniversary. Co-founders Don Sturrock and 
Pat Jeavons shared a long-time vision for a hospice 
to care for the people of the Greenwich and Bexley 
boroughs. 

Their vision was made possible by the support of 
the local community, who donated £1.4m in the first 
decade of the hospice charity. 

The site was owned by the Co-op which donated the 
land to the hospice for the nominal fee of just £1. 

It was originally the site of a large guest house 
called Shornells but had been left unused for several 
years and was eventually destroyed in an arson fire. 

So when Pat and Don were looking for a place to build 
their hospice, they found a perfect, empty, plot of land 
in the middle of the woods. 

After nearly 10 long years of fundraising and 
campaigning, they finally opened the doors to their 
hospice on February 7 1994. Since then it has grown 
in size and its services have developed to meet the 
changing needs of local people and their families. 

Chief executive Kate Heaps explains it has 
developed from a service providing care in the main 
building to one which cares for and supports people 
wherever they need care. 

She said: “Now, when we are celebrating 20 years, we 
aim to be there wherever and whenever we are needed 
- in people’s homes, in hospital, in care homes and in 
the hospice itself. We want to make sure that every 
patient, and their family and friends, benefit from 
special, tailored and personal care that helps them 
achieve the best quality of life possible.” 

I ts specialist palliative care and support is provided 
at the Inpatient Unit or Day Hospice in Abbey Wood, 
at Queen Elizabeth Hospital in Woolwich, in care 
homes and at home - which is where many people 
choose so they can be with their loved ones. 

The most recent developments include the start of 
an expansion programme that includes refurbishing 
the kitchen and courtyard garden, improvements 
to the main building’s access, a purpose-built 
rehabilitation gym and the development of a 
community hub and care centre. 

The new extension, set to open early next year, will 
enable the hospice to provide more education and 
training, open up its facilities to community groups 
and develop new services. 

The first turf was turned at a ceremony in February, 
by hospice patron Baroness Howells of St David’s. 

She said: “I am delighted to be a part of such a 
worthwhile and vital resource for our communities 
here in Bexley and Greenwich.” 

A new coordination centre which will provide much- 
needed facilities for the community nursing team is 
set to open in early 2015.
